It has been my experience that adhesions are 

, caused by inflammation and irritation far more often than by surgery. ~ 

; In fact, I believe that a great deal of the good resulting from opera- 

, ions is due to the fact that during the operation, the surgeon cuts 

; the affected area free from adhesions which have been binding it.. 
With the improved operative technique of today, surgery is’ not at- 


To understand how the commoa type of adhesion forms in the: 
| body, that is, the type found in vhe intestinal tract,,you will first 
have to study prolapsus or Sagging of the organs. In examini 
thousands of patients under the fluoroscopic x-ray, it is apparent to 
me that some of the strongest adhesions found in the human body are. 
due to prolapsus. The formation of adhesions from this cause is far. 
more common than is ordinarily realized and intestinal; adhesions re- 
sulting from prolapsus occur in about 90 per cent of all women pre- 
senting themselves for examination. : 

After the abdoniinal organs have become prolapsed or fallen, the 
different surfaces will then rub against each other and it is the rub-; 
bing which induces sufficient irritation to result in inflammation. 
During inflammation there occurs an out-pouring of lymph from the 
blood vessels of the affected area and within a short space of time, 
the lymph will lead to a growth of connective tissue or sear tissue.

Since adhesions tend to bind the organs out..9f their: normal 
positions and limit their movement, they interfere with* proper func- 
tioning. When the organs no longer do their work properly, the 
patient develops a set of symptom’ which are satisfactorily relieved 
only when the adhesions are corrected by treatment or by surgery.. 
One of the commonest symptoms resulting from intestinal -adhesions: 
is constipetion. Other symptoms are digestive distress, flatulence, / 
abnormal tiredness and perhaps underweight. Adhesions may play 
an important part in helning to cause arthritis inasmuch as in i 
adhesions will encourage the absorption of toxic material from the 
colon. . ; 

An easy way in which to picture to yourself the manner in 
which adhesions limit the work done by the affected organs is to 
imagine two of your fingers grown together. With this in mind, - you 
will easily realize how the movement of the fingers would be ham-_.

Canvulsion Tendency 


In later years the tendency to 
convulsions is more or less con- 
trolled by habits of living, being 
increased by excesses of any sort, 
by undue fatigue and by certain 
acute and sometimes chronic in- 
fections. Convulsions during preg- 
mancy are usually quite serious, 
indicating a toxic condition which 
can hardly be borne by a system 
already carrying a double burden. 

Some of the drugs such as lead 
or strychnia can be used to the 
point of providing convulsive at- 
tacks. Primarily the paroxysn’ 
arises from some defective proc- 
ess in nerve nutrition and this can 
come from poison, from injury, 
fright or any undue nerve excit- 
ability. 

What are you to do for convul- 
sions? Well, just as little as pos- 
sible for the moment. 


Quiet, warmth, removal of con- 
stricting clothing or anything that 
causes immediate irritation are all 
indicated. After the paroxysm has 
passed a treatment should be 
planned to reduce the irritability 
and to give fresh tone and ade- 
quate nutrition to the entire sys- 
tem.

Get the small oysters for stew- 
ing or scalloping and the largest 
ones for frying or haking on their 
Shells, with a blanket of savory 
minced vegetables and finely 
chopped bacon. Medium or large 
oysters are nicest for cocktails. 

Before using, look over care- 
fully and ren.ove any bits of shell 
that may be clinging to them. 
Oysters should always be cooked 
quickly if you want them to retain 
all their plump, succulent good- 
ness. Too long cooking or too high 
a temperature causes their deli- 
cate proteins to shrivel and tough- 
en. 

Since most of you probably have 
your own favorite recipes for 
stews and oyster cocktails, I am 
giving you recipes for more’ un- 
usual oyster dishes that will de- 
light you and your family. 

Oysters Benedict 

Saute 6 thin slices boiled ham 
lightly in butter or its own fat and 
remove from the pan. Saute 1 pint 
drained oysters in the ham fat or 
butter 1 minute, or until the edges 
curl. Split 3 English muffins and 
toast lightly. Arrange 1 slice ham 
and 4 oysters on each muffin half. 
Cover with a smooth Hollandaise 
Sauce, and serve at once garnished 
With strips of pimiento. 

Manhattan Roast 

Drain 1 quart large oysters 
thoroughly. Combine 214 cups fine 
dry bread crumbs, 3 teaspoons salt 
and a dash of black pepper and 
Stir in 2/3 cup melted butter. Dip 
each oyster in the crumbs, then in 
a mixture made of 2 eggs beaten 
with 2 tablespoons water. Dip 
again in the crumbs. Grease shal- 
low individual baking dishes and 
arrange a layer of oysters in each 
one. Bake in a hot oven 20 min- 
utes, or until the oysters are 
puffed and nicely browned. Serve 
with wedges of lemon and sprigs 
of parsley. If vou wish, pass a 
sauce of catsup sharpened with 
horseradish. This makes 6 servings. 

Scrambled Eggs with Oysters 


Saute 1 tablespoon minced onion 
in 3 tablespoons butter in a skillet 
until nicely browned. Add 1 cup 
drained, raw oysters end cook un- 
til the edges just begin to curl, 
Add 6 eggs that have been beaten 
with 1 teaspoon salt, 1/8 teaspoon 
pepper and 1 tablespoon minced 
parsley. Cook until the eggs are 
creamy, stirring constantly from 
the bottom and sides of the pan. 
Serve on triangles of crisp but- 
ee toast with a garnish of pars- 
ey.

If you think 
modernistic things do, then they 
are your dish. But from the word 
Picture you have given me I do 
not get an impression of a mod- 
ernistic interior. Rather of the op- 
posite. 


Let’s begin with the kitchen. 
Had you thought of making it red 
and white, or red and white with 
touches of black? That’s modern 
enough and very cheery and 
bright. One can get pots and pans 
in all manner of colors, the white 
ones with just a dash of red are 
effective. Your curtains can be 
white dotted Swiss, the dots red, 
or red and white check gingham, 
or oilcloth, or cellophane.
